The general understanding and 
treatm ent of nervous and mental 
disorders have been more greatly 
advanced in recent y ears than in 
all recorded medical history . Yet 
you 
constancy 
hear 
complaints 
from reasonable people who have 
been unable to obtain satisfactory ' 
neuropsy chiatric care for them ­ 
selves or for some m em ber of 
their family or who have been dis­ 
appointed at the wide gap between 
promise and fulfillment. 
Perhaps the following explana­ 
tions will help to lessen and even 
prevent some of these dissatisfac­ 
tions and disappointments: 
• Mood drug s, shock treat­ 
ment* 
and 
operativ e 
proced­ 
ure* 
(psy cho • surg ery ) 
reliev e 
only sy mptom* not the disease. 
Like aspirin and related pain­ 
killers, they sweep the manifes­ 
tation* under the rug . 
• In exchange for benefits ob­ 
tained from each of these forms of 
sy mptomatic treatm ent, a penalty 
m ay be exacted. Mood drugs oc­ 
casionally produce undesirable side 
effects. Although these side effects 
are usually of only minor im port­ 
ance. they m ay be serious and at 
times fatal. 
Shock 
treatm ent 
may 
be 
ac­ 
companied 
by disclocations and 
fractures. They frequently are fol­ 
lowed by disturbances of memory . 
And psy chosurgery often 
leaves 
the patient with a general flatten­ 
ing of personality , emotional ex­ 
pression and m entality . 


• Since none of these treat­ 
ment method* is precise. It is 
impossible to predict in adv ance 
when the effort will be success­ 
ful, whether wholly or by bal­ 
ance, 
and 
when 
partially 
or 
wholly 
unsuccessful 
or 
ev en 
harmful. 


• Consequently the conscientious 
phy sician acts to protect his own 
and the patient’s best interests 
when he postpones treatm ent until 
interested parties can be m ade ac­ 
quainted 
with 
possible 
benefits 
and probable risk s. 
In the case of a disturbance 
that is not incapacitating, it is 
wise to heed the ancient teach­ 
ing of “noli nocere” (Be y e un­ 
willing to do harm ). 
In the case of a disturbance that 
incapacitates the patient and/or 
threatens the peace and welfare 
of family or community , it is wise 
to consider the teaching of the 
F ather of Medicine who favored 
“ desperate remedies for desperate 
situations.’’ 
If y ou are forewarned of the 
lim itations and possible risk s of 
treatm ent, y ou’re not apt to be so 
dissatisfied or disappointed w'hen 
the outcome isn t as favorable as 
y ou wished. And if y ou’re one of 
the many who has profited, you 
have m ole cause for rejoicing.

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Patient Not Well, 
Cause Disputed

NEW YORK UPI—What to call the present state of 
business is still dividing the experts—even with election con­ 
siderations out of the way. And so is setting the date for a 
change in whatever the condition is called. 
An economy with as many per­ 
sons out of work can’t be given 
a clean bill of health. Nor can an 
economy where emergency steps 
are being tak en to shore up the 
value of the U.S. dollar in the ey es 
of the w'orld. 
But while many call the pres­ 
ent state a recession, others insist 
ll* just a mild inv entory adjust­ 
ment, and some deny ifs any ­ 
thing more than a breather en­ 
suring 
a 
further 
adv ance—-at 
some future time. 
The stock m ark et has been play 
ing it cagey . It has neither soared 
convincingly in expectation of a 
quick and impressive upswing in 
business, nor has it slumped badly 
of late in anticipation of a real slide 
into hard times. 
The figures available to business 
economists just 
haven't 
pointed 
decisively 
in 
either direction—a 
strong rebound or 
a growing slump 
The 
latest 
ov er-all 
fig ures, 
those of the Commerce Depart­ 


ment on the dollar v alue of all 
g oods and serv ices produced— 
g ross national product—show the 
first nine months of the y ear 
av erag ing $503.5 billion at an 
annual rate. Allowing for price 
increase, the rise in output ov er 
the same period last y ear comes 
to 3 per cent. 
The gross 
n a t i on a l product 
reached a record $505 billion rate 
in 
the 
April-June 
quarter 
but 
slipped 
back 
in 
the 
sum m er 
months. 
P e r s on a l consumption 
spending also dipped a bit in the 
third quarter. Business inventories 
were about the same. 
Economists think the final three 
months of I960 will be at roughly 
the sam e pace. 
Variations on setting the date for 
an about face in the over-all econ­ 
omy are alm ost as wride. 
Those who hold that the major 
culprit hns been the fall off in 
business spending for inv entory 
—down some $11.4 billion since 
the first three months of 19 60- 
say this can’t g o on much long er. 
Therefore, sometime In the first 
half of 1961 business ordering of 
materials and finished products 
will pick up. The economy then 
should be on the upg rade ag ain 
by nex t summer. 
Those who call consumer hesi­ 
tancy to splurge the chief w'orry 
of business just now' hold—even if 
they can’t prove it—that this is sure 
to disappear in coming months.
